the riv er, and the b o ard, as well as 
the citizens g enerally will, we b eliev e, 
co ncede th at 
the law that allo ws a 
b o ard to add to , b u t no t su b tract fro m

Probate Judge Boone will be at the 


mayor s office, 
Wellsville, 
Saturday 
night from 6 o’clock until the time he 
finishes issuing naturalization papers 
for all who are entitled to them. 
, 
Persons from this city who wish 
to take out papers should remember 
when they go to Wellsville that they 
should have a person with them to 
vouch for them. 
In order that all may know what 
it takes to become a citizen the fol­ 
lowing extract from the laws is given: 
The conditions under and the man­ 
ner in which an alien may be admit­ 
ted to become a citizen of the United 
States are prescribed by sections 
2, 
165-74 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States. 
Declaration of Intentions. 
The alien must declare upon oath 
before a circuit or district court of the 
United States or a district or supreme 
court of the territories, or a court of 
recoid of any of the 
states having 
common law jurisdiction and a seal 
and clerk, two years prior to his ad­ 
mission, that is, bona fide, his inten­ 
tion to become a citizen of the United 
States, and to renounce forever all 
allegiance and fidelity to any foreign 
prince or state, and particularly to 
the cne of which he may be at the 
time a citizen or subject. 
Oath on Application for Admission. 
He must at the time of his applica­ 
tion to be admitted declare on oath, 
before some one of the courts above 
specified, “that he will support the 
Constitution of the United States, and 
that Ie absolutely and entirely 
re­ 
nounces and abjures all allegiance and 
fidelity to every foreign prince, 
po­ 
tentate, state, or sovereign, and par­ 
ticularly, by name, to the prince, po­ 
tentate, state or sovereignty of which 
he was before a citizen or subject,” 
which proceedings must be recorded 
by the clerk of the court 


Conditions for Citizenship. 
If it shall appear to the satisfaction 
of the court to which the alien has 


applied that he has made a declara­ 
tion to become a citizen two years be­ 
fore 
applying for final papers, and 
has resided continuously within the 
United States for at least five years,

that time “he has behaved as a man 
°f good moral character, attached to 
the piinciples of the Constitution of

United States. 
Declaration of Intentions. 
The alien must declare upon oath 
before a circuit or district court of the 
United States or a district or supreme 
court of the territories, or a court of 
reeoid of any of the 
states having 
common law jurisdiction and a seal 
and clerk, two years prior to his ad­ 
mission, that is, bona fide, his inten­ 
tion to become a citizen of the United 
States, and to renounce forever all 
allegiance and fidelity to any foreign 
prince 
or state, and particularly to 
the cne of which he may be at the 
time a citizen or subject. 
Oath on Application for Admission. 
He must at the time of his applica­ 
tion to be admitted declare on oath, 
before some one of the courts above 
specified, “that he will support the 
Constitution of the United States, and 
that Ie absolutely and entirely 
re­ 
nounces and abjures all allegiance and 
fidelity to every foreign prince, 
po­ 
tentate, state, or sovereign, and par­ 
ticularly, by name, to the prince, po­ 
tentate, state or sovereignty of which 
he was before a citizen or subject,” 
which proceedings must be recorded 
by the clerk of the court. 
Conditions for Citizenship. 
If it shall appear to the satisfaction 
of the 
court to which the alien has 
applied that he has made a declara­ 
tion to become a citizen two years be­ 
fore 
applying for final papers, and 
has resided continuously within the 
United States for at least five years, 
and within the 
state 
or 
territory 
where such court is at the time held 
°ne year at least; and that during 
That time “he has behaved as a man 
good moral character, attached to 
The principles of the Constitution of 
the United States, and well disposed 
to the good order and happiness pf 
the sc m e,’’ he will be admitted to citi­ 
zenship. 


Titles of Nobility. 
Jf the applicant has borne any he­ 
reditary title or order of nobility he 
must atake an express renunciation 
the same at the time of his appli­ 
cation. 


Soldiers. 
aUen of the age of 21 years 
^ War<^ who has been in the aren­ 
as of the United States, and has been 
^Drably discharged therefrom, may 
^com* a citizen on his petition, with- 
•ht any previous declaration of inten- 
10n* provided that he has resided in 


the United States at least one year 
previous to his application, and is of 
good moral character. (It is judicially 
decided that residence of one year 
in a particular state is not requisite.) 
Minors. 
Any alien under the age of 21 years 
who has resided in the United States 
three years next preceding his arriv­ 
ing at that age, and who has continued 
to reside therein to the time he may 
make 
application to be admitted a 
citizen thereof, may, after he arrives 
at the age of 21 years, and after he 
has resided five 
years 
within 
the 
United States, including 
the 
three 
years of his minority, be admitted a 
citizen; but he must make a declara­ 
tion on oath and prove to the satisfac­ 
tion of the court that for two years 
next preceding it has been his bona 
fide intention to become a citizen.

had made bim, by will, the trustee of 
his estate, which amounts to any­ 
where between $4,000,000 and $8,000,- 
(KHI. the charge of forgery both as 
regards the checks and will placed 
against Patrick and Mr. Rice’s valet, 
Charles F. .lories: the arrest of Patrick 
and Jones and their lodgment in jail, 
have been followed by an attempt of 
Jones to suicide, and a confession he 
has made. 
Jones, iii his cell in the Tombs, at­ 
tempted suicide by cutting his throat 
with a penknife given him, he says, 
by Attorney Patrick, also confined 
in the Tombs, and for the purpose of 
getting rid of otic of the witnesses to 
Patrick's alleged crime. 
Jones was 
taken to Bellevue hospital. 
The phy 
sicians said lie would recover. 
His crime, according to the confes­ 
sion of Jones, parts of wldeh the Dis­ 
trict Attorney’s office gave out, was 
nothing less than the murder of the 
millionaire bv Attorney Patrick and 
the purloining of valuable papers re­ 
lating to tile estate. 
The taking off. 
of Mr. Rice, says Jones, was done by 
the internal administration of some 
poison, supposedly mercury, and the 
final application of a towel saturated 
with some anaesthetic, 
presumably 
chloroform.

The following in regard to the posi­ 
tion ct William Jennings Bryan on 
tree silver will me much more inter­ 
esting when it is known that of the 
existing bonded debt 
of the United 
States there is at this time, subject to 
Bryan’s declarations, as to the pay­ 
ment In silver, all the 
outstanding 
debt issued under the 
act 
of July 
14, 1870, amounting at this date 
to 
$466,248,600, enough to upset o v er­ 
tiring. 
The 
gold 
standard 
act of 
JCarch 14, 1900, effects only the bonds 
issued since that date, now $335,250,- 
$00. 
People who have been trying to get 
Hr. Bryan to state whether he would, 
U elected president, pay the obliga­ 
tions of the government in silver, 
need not have troubled him with that 
question. 
Extract from a speech by Hon. W. 
J. Bryan in the house of representa­ 
tives, February 14, 1895, on resolution 
authorising the issue of $65,116,275 in 
Bold bearing 3 per cent bonds. 
. 
“We insist that outstanding * bonds 
are payable in gold or silver, and that 
the United States has the right 
to 
choose the coin. 
The men who com- 
tracted for the coin bonds understood 
this and insisted upon a higher rate 
of interest on the ground that they 
might be paid in silver. 
• • 
By 
what authority does the president de- 
■clare in his message, ’Of course there 
can never be a doubt in any quarter 
ms to the 
redemption of the bonds 
o f the government which are made 
payable in coin?' Is he not aware of 
the fact that the debtor always has 
the choice 
of the coin where only 
coin is mentioned? 
Is he not aware 
of the adoption of the Matthews res­ 
olution in 1878? 
That resolution ex­ 
pressly declared the right of the gov­ 
ernment to pay its bonds in either 
gold or silver. That policy has never 
been changed by law. 
“It becomes important to 
know 
whether the government 
has 
legal 
Tight to protect itself from gold grab- 
■iring by redeeming greenbacks 
and 
^treasury notes in silver, when silver 
Is more convenient. 
On the 21st of 
January,. 1895, Mr. Carlisle made 
a 
statement before the house commit­ 
tee on appropriations, If the policy 
had been adopted of reserving to the 
government, at the beginning of re­ 
sumption, the option of redeeming in 
gold cr silver all its paper presented, 
I believe it would have worked bene­ 
ficially.’ 
“Tills is sufficient proof that 
the 
Weteelary of the 
treasury has 
the 
eight to redeem greenbacks and 
notes in silver, but is re- 
stnftned by the fear that a different 
precedent having been established an 
exercise of the 
legal right at this 
time would be very disastrous. Sena­ 
tor Sherman, in March, 1878, in tes­ 
timony given before a senate com­ 
mittee, also recognized the right of 
the government to redeeming green­ 
backs with silver. • 
* No law' has 
•ever been passed 
surrendering the 
;g*rerament’s right to redeem In sil- 
wee. * * Now, notwithstanding the 
tact that the government has a legal 
right to redeem In silver and 
thus 
protect the people 
from 
the 
gold- 
Stoarders and gold exporters, the pres- 


: ident continues to pay in gold. * * 
It is said that the president will issue 
bonds anyhow and that 
we 
ought 
therefore to authorize a bond draw­ 
ing a lower rate of interest. I reply 
that until we can restrain the presi­ 
dent from further increasing our bond­ 
ed indebtedness and compel him to 
protect 
the government by redeem­ 
ing in silver when that is more con­ 
venient, we can better afford to allow 
him to bear the responsibility alone 
than, by approving of 
his 
course, 
pledge the government to a continu­ 
ation of his policy. 
* 
* 
So long 
as tho note holder has the 
option, 
bonds may be issued over and over 
again without avail. 
Gold 
will 
be 
withdrawn, directly or indirectly, for 
the purpose of buying bonds, and an 
Issue of bonds compelled again when­ 
ever bond buyers have a surplus' of 
money for investment. 
* • 
The 
only restoration is the restoration of 
the bi-metallic principle and the exer­ 
cise of the option to redeem 
green­ 
backs and treasury notes in 
silver 
when silver is more convenient, 
or 
when such a course is necessary to 
prevent a run upon the treasury. • * 
We who believe that greenbacks and 
treasury notes 
are 
redeemable 
in 
either gold or silver, at the option of 
the government—we, I say, can ob­ 
ject to gold bonds as a violent change 
in oui’ monetary policy.” 
(From a speech of Hon. W. J. Bryan 
in die house of representatives De­ 
cember 22, 1894: ‘‘Mr. Chairman: The 
members of this congress might just 
as well meet this question. • * The 
law says, ‘upon demand of the holder 
of anv of the treasury notes herein 
provided - for, the seceretary of 
the 
treasury shall, under such regulations 
as h i may prescribe, 
redeem 
such 
notes in gold and silver coin at his dis­ 
cretion.’ But there is a clause reading 
as follows: 
‘‘It being the established policy of 
the United States to maintain the two 
meta'* at a parity with each 
other 
upon the present legal ratio or such 
ratio as may be provided 
by law.” 
Now the present secretary and the one 
preceding him have customed that to 
mean that the 
option really applies 
to the note holder and the same prin­ 
ciple has been applied to the green­ 
backs. Mr. Chairman, I find the Eng­ 
lish language hardly adequate to ex­ 
press my feelings on that subject. 
What does that construction 
mean? 
Why, there is not a lawyer who would 
apply such a construction in anything 
except finance. You construe laws so 
that they will stand, and not so 
that they will fall; and yet what con­ 
struction is this: 
The option is with 
the secretary, but it is the policy of 
the government not to allow him to 
use it If you construe the last clause 
so as to take away the option from 
the secretary, from the government, 
then you construe a part of the law 
so as to contradict the other part and 
no law is to be construed that way, 
for there is no other reasonable con­ 
struction. Either the government has 
the option and can exercise it to pay 
in silver when it wants to, or we must 
make all paper redeemable in gold 
only and abandon the bimetallic stand­ 
ard. I am in favor of the former. We

along in 1878 or 1879.

think it was, a gentleman afterward 
on the supreme bench, Mr. Matthews. 
of Ohio .introduced a resolution

claring it the sense of congress that 
the government had the right to re­ 
deem its coin obligations in either gold 
or silver.

• ‘‘I met one of your friends and sup­ 
porters the other day and in talking 
over the financial situation with him 
he freely admitted there would be a 
panic if you were elected, and that 
gold would go to a premium.

I said to him, ‘what would you do sup­ 
pose you owed some bills in Europe, 
with gold at a premium?’ ‘What would 
I do?’ he said, ‘why, I would tender 
them silver, and if they would not ac­ 
cept it I would tell them to go to hell.* 
I, of course, do not claim that all your 
followers are as crazy as this man Is, 
but I have met a great many who 
entertain equally wild 
and 
absurd 
ideas on the financial question.”

Persons from this city who wish 
to take out papers should remember 
when they go to Wellsville that they 
should have a person with them to 
vouch for them. 
In order that all may know what 
it takes to become a citizen the fol­ 
lowing extract from the laws is given: 
The conditions under and the man­ 
ner in which an alien may be admit­ 
ted to become a citizen of the United 
States are prescribed by sections 
2, 
165-74 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States. 
Declaration of Intentions. 
The alien must declare upon oath 
before a circuit or district court of the 
United States or a district or supreme 
court of the territories, or a court of 
retold of any of the 
states 
having 
common law jurisdiction and a seal 
and clerk, two years prior to his ad 
mission, that is, bona fide, his inten­ 
tion to become a citizen of the United 
States, and to renounce forever all 
allegiance and fidelity to any foreign 
prince or state, and particularly to 
the cne of which he may be at the 
time a citizen or subject. 
Oath on Application for Admission. 
He must at the time of his applica­ 
tion to be admitted declare on oath, 
before some one of the courts above 
specified, “that he will support the 
Constitution of the United States, and 
that Le absolutely and entirely 
re­ 
nounces and abjures all allegiance and 
fidelity to every foreign prince, 
po­ 
tentate, state, or sovereign, and par­ 
ticularly, by name, to the prince, po­ 
tentate, state or sovereignty of which 
he was before a citizen or subject, 
which proceedings must be recorded 
by the clerk of the court. 


Conditions for Citizenship. 
If ii shall appear to the satisfaction 
of the court to which the alien has 
aPPl*M,1 that he has made a declara 
to become a citizen twro years be­ 
fore 
applying for final papers, and 
has resided continuously within the 
United States for at least five years, 
'iud within the 
state 
or 
territory 
where such court is at tho time held 
one year at least; and that during 
that time “he has behaved as a man 
u? good moral character, attached to 
the principles of the Constitution of 
tho United States, and well disposed 
to the good order and happiness of 
the s.'Tne," he will be admitted to citi­ 
zenship.
